Second, 
Etery  man  must  be  a home  maker 
and  third,  he  must  be  a peace-maker 

Reference  was  made  to  George 
Washington  and  others  as  emblematic 
of  the  American  man.

Inspiring  Address 
Given  by  Brimhall 
Concerning  Tithing 


“I  am  agitated  with  responsibility. 
I am  meeting  one  of  the  choicest 
groups  that  can  be  assembled,  be- 
cause the  group  I speak  to  arc  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter  Day  Saints.  I do  not  claim 
the  attention,  less  the  interest  of  any- 
body else.  I give  my  reasons,  ten  of 
them,  for  paying  tithing.  These  rea- 
sons will  be  presented  in  three 
groups,”  began  President  Brimhall 
in  his  talk  last  Monday. 

“First,  theological.  I want  to  be 
able  to  pray  consistently;  pray  for 
Zion;  pray  for  the  leaders  of  this 
church,  with  a consciousness  of  hav- 
ing done  something  to  build  Zion; 
having  given  material  power  to  the 
leaders  of  Zion.  Pray  for  he  poor 
with  a consciousness  to  having  done 
something  for  the  poor,  (b)  I want  to 
be  able  to  partake  of  the  Sacrament 
consistently  when  that  prayer  is  ut- 
tered, ‘that  I may  witness  unto  Thee 

0 God  the  Eternal  Father,  that  they 
are  willing  to  take  upon  them  the 
name  of  Thy  Son  and  keep  his  com- 
mandments which  He  has  given 
them.’  Paying  tithing  is  a command- 
ment and  is  not  given  to  non-mem- 
bers but  it  is  given  to  me  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  church.  The  law  requires 
one-tenth  of  your  income  annually. 
If  I am  not  willing  to  do  that,  why 
not  eliminate  myself  from  the  group. 
And  then  when  the  water  is  adminis- 
tered ‘Witness  unto  Thee  O God,  the 
Eternal  Father  that  they  do  always 
remember  God,’  and  the  doctrines  of 
my  church,  the  teachings  of  the 
Prophet^  ‘Remember  the  Lord  in  thy 
tithes  and  your  offerings.’  (c)  I want 
the  consciousness  of  being  a square 
deal  business  partner  with  my  Father 
in  Heaven.  He  gives  me  all  and 
says,  ‘Take  nine  parts  and  go  your 
way  with  my  blessings,  but  give  me 
one-tenth,  this  is  my  share.’ 

“Second,  sociological,  (a)  I want 
the  consciousness  of  doing  my  share 
as  a member  of  the  group,  and  my 
share  is  one-tenth  of  what  I make. 
Anything  less  than  that,  puts  me 
sociologically  on  the  slacker  list.  You 
know  what  it  means  to  have  a fellow 
on  a trip  that  won’t  put  up  his  share. 
There  are  men  of  that  kind.  Why 
they  would  allow  you  to  treat  their 
girl. 

“And  then,  I want  to  see  the  group 
accomplish  great  things.  I want  to 
be  able  to  see  this  great  prosperity 
growing  and  see  myself  in  it.  I want 
when  I walk  up  to  the  Temple  of 
God,  to  know  that  the  rocks  that  are 
there  were  put  there  by  my  father  and 
by  me.  I want  to  feel  that  I am  in 
there  and  it  is  in  me. 

“Third,  individualism,  or  self-cen- 
tered reasons.  I want  the  thrift  habit 
that  will  come  from  me  paying,  (b) 

1 want  the  will  training  that  will  come 
from  tithe  paying,  (c)  I want  the  per- 
sonal prosperity  that  marks  the  tithe 
paying  class  of  this  church.  They 
are  not  as  a rule  the  helpless.  As  a 
rule  the  tithe  payers  of  our  com- 
munities are  the  helpful,  (d)  I want 
the  records  of  my  conscience,  the  re- 
cords of  my  people  and  the  records 
of  my  God  to  testify  as  to  my  sin- 
cerity and  my  devdtion. 

“The  slogan  of  the  church  today  is, 
“Every  member  a tithe  payer,”  and 
I want  to  be  a tithe  payer’.”

FORMER  STUDENT  GIVES  IN- 
SIGHT ON  EUROPEAN 
SCHOOL  LIFE 


The  following  letter  was  recently 
received  from  Robert  Anderson,  a 
member  of  the  business  staff  of  last 
year’s  News.  He  is  now  on  a mis- 
sion in  Austria. 

Editor  of  Y News, 

Dear  Sir: 

Yesterday  I visited  the  Vienna 
University.  The  students  were  cele- 
brating the  inauguration  of  a new 
president,  and  I had  the  opportunity 
of  seeing  them  dressed  in  their  dif- 
ferent bright  colored  costumes  repre- 
senting their  particular  societies  or 
“Verbindungen.” 

The  main  sport  of  the  Vienna  Stu- 
dents, and  also  the  students  in  Ger- 
many, is  fencing,  or  sword  fighting. 
It  is  not  authorized  by  the  school  of- 
ficials, but  in  spite  of  this  the  stu- 
dents organize  themselves  into  “Ver- 
bindungen” in  which  such  sports -are 
carried  on.  Every  national  student 
learns  fencing  and  has  his  nerve  tried 
and  strengthened  by  a few  cuts  and 
gashes.  When  practicing  they  us- 
ually have  a protection  over  the  most 
vital  parts  of  the  body,  but  in  a duel 
it  is  not  so. 

If  a man  of  one  society  offends  a 
man  of  another,  the  quarrel  is  settled 
by  a duel  and  this  is  sometimes  a 
bloody  affair.  If  one  of  the  fighters 
should  loose  his  saber  while  fighting, 
it  is  considered  cowardice  to  dodge 
the  other’s  blow,  but  he  must  stand 
perfectly  quiet  and  take  the  blow 
without  flinching,  otherwise  he  is 
shunned  as  a coward  by  all  the  stu- 
dents.

had  but  one  room,  containing  one 
old  cracked  stove,  a few  tin  dishes, 
and  an  old  cupboard  and  two  tables. 
I finally  converted  President  Cluff  to 
the  need  of  Home  Economics,  and  he 
gave  us  fifteen  dollars  for  equipment, 
and  from  then  on  the  department  has 
grown  to  what  it  is  today.” 

Mrs.  Widstoe  told  the  girls  that 
Home  Economics  training  cannot 
successfully  be  obtained  after  marri- 
age but  should  be  taken  before,  for 
down  deep  in  every  girls’  heart  was 
a desire  for  a happy  home  of  her  own, 
and  a home  with  perfect  love  and 
harmony  is  found  where  the  girl  has 
had  Home  Economics  training. 
“There  are  very  few  girls  that  have  a 
natural  aptitude  for  home  making 
without  some  training.  Girls  don’t 
let  it  be  said  of  you,  ‘As  a hommaker 
she  is  a first  class  stenographer’.”
